Thursday afternogn to the comple- 
ment of oratory and arguments thus 
far presented to the legislature In the 
course of the debate on the Speech 
froin the Throne, these coming from 
Martin Woolf of Cardston and from 
A. F. Ewing of West Edmonton, In 
addition to these speakers, J, H. Kem- 
mis of Pincher Creek completed 


Two excellent addresses were = 


address, of which the major portion 
was delivered before adjournment 
Wednesday. 

A. F. Ewing dealt chiefly with the 
question of restoration of the natural 
resources and his argument was ex- 
ceedingly well prepared, broadly con- 
ceived and presented with exceptional 
ability, While he was critical of the 
failure of the Liberal government to 
acquire the resources at the time of 
provincial autonomy and was not will- 
ing to concede that the best efforts 
had been made since to obtain these 
resources, he declared that he wished 
to avold recriminations, and aside from 
political considerations admitted that 
it was essential the provinces should 
have control of these natural assets 
with as little delay as might be pos- 
sible on the basis of a final and per- 


manent settlement, His 
was based on the duties of the federal 
government as trustee for the re- 


sources and contended they could not 
be restored satisfactorily without there 
being an agreement founded on a 
complete and thorough inventory of 
all resources alienated and of other 
facts essential to a definite under- 
standing and valuation, 


Political Patronage 

Martin Woolf placed before the 
house in a method that could not be 
misunderstood or contradicted with 
success the case of thousands of acres| 
of government reserve lands in south- | 
ern Alberta being leased on the polit- 
ical patronage system by officials of 
the federal government when it was 
earnestly desired and most essential 
that these lands be made available 
for soldier enty, a resolution aiming 
ft this disposition of the reserves be- 
ing endorsed by the legislature at its 
Jast session after its presentation by 
the leader of the opposition. Mr. 
Woolf also scored with emphasis, and 
a sincerity which made an impres- 
sion, the act of the federal authorities 
which permitted the invasion of Men- 
onites into the Cardston consituency 
when these people were forced out of 
the United States for refusal to help 
the nation in war. 

Premier Stewart was absent from 
the house Thursday ow!ng to family 
bereavement, his place being taken by 
Hon, J. R. Boyle, attorney general. 
Owing to the absence of the premier 
and the unavoidable absence of Hon. 
Cc. R, Mitchell a number of questions 
from the opposition were allowed to 
etand over. 

The debate was adjourned by D. 
Morkeburg, member for Innisfafil.

Doubtless, great numbers of such 


people would make’ good on the land 
if the opportunities were made right, 
and their places in industries could be 
filled by returned soldiers who were 
unfitted, physically or by desire, for 
farming activities, It would serve no 
reasonable ends to displace the civil- 
jan employees with returned men if 
one problem was to be solved at the 
expense of another. Moreover, the 
province had no right to enter upon 
any land scheme by reason of the fact 
that it had no lands and such a policy 
must be the duty of the federal gov- 
ernment. But he detlared that any 
land settlement scheme should be 
available for both soldiers and civil- 
fans the soldiers to have first choice. 

Mr. Woolf purposed that the return- 
ed soldiers be placed on personally 
selected land and for the first five 
years be exempt from any payments 
of principal or interest on such pur- 
chases, It would be impossible for 
them to make payments sooner in the 
farming venture. And if the soldier 
failed the government should take 
back the place and pay the man for 
all improvements. 

The federal scheme of placing sol- 
dier applicants on land on'y after they 
had been examined and passed by a 
provincial council! meant that 1919 
would be a blank so far as soldier 
farming was concerned. If the federal 
policy could be definitely settled and 
carried out with dispatch the provin- 
cial problem would not be so serious. 
For some reason the opposition seem- 
ed to resent any reference to Ottawa, 
but it might as well be argued that 
the cities or the province should un- 
dertake the Initiative in the work of 
re-establishment in the province as to 
expect the Alberta government to 
carry out a policy before there was a 
move from the federal government. 
The first real suggestions from the 
opposition ranks had come from the 
member for Pincher Creek, but in 
each case the proposal was met by 
the announcement from the premier 
that such work was actually under 


way. 
Alleges Political Patronage 

Mr. Woolf would - show r 
Ottawa should be censured. He read 
a resolution from the last legislature, 
proposed by Geo. Hoadley and en- 
dorsed by the house to the effect that 
the Blood Indian reserve in the south 
be made available for soldier entry 
by the federal government. This was 
a splendid move, Thousands of acres 
of ideal farm land were comprised tn 
this great area which the Indians had 
relinquished to the government, What 
had actually taken place? Cardston 
men and others had promptly obtained 
grazing leases for almost the whole of 
this land. He held a list of men who 
bad obtained these leases and in each 
case as he read he showed them to be 
staunch supporters of the Conserva- 
tive government. His political oppon- 
ent in the election of 1917 went to 
Ottawa and had returned with the 
leases in his pocket all ready to exe- 
cute. In addition a new cattle com- 
pany had obtained a blanket lease to 
pasture 300,000 acres of these reserves 
at a rental of 50 cents per head for 
10,000 head of cattle. Men who were 
not naturalized had obtained large 
leaseholds. 

Dr. Stanley rose to ask if the leases 
were obtained on a competitive basis 
remarking at the same time ti: the 
holding of these lands by leases was 
an outrage. 

Mr. Woolf said the firet the people 
in Cardston knew these leases wert 
acquired was when they were brought 
back by the political messenger to the 
east. Many men had urgently desired 
to get a chance to acquire leases but 
were never given the chance. Not 
one Liberal had obtained a lease. And 
several thousand acres had been leas- 
ed to farm speculators on a five-year 
basis, Certainly the returned soldier 
was not getting a chance down there, 
for In nearly every instance the lessees 


were wealthy ranchers or business 
men, 
Mr. Woolf instanced another case 


of political patronage, this being the 
appointment of a postmaster at Cards- 
ton. The official was a man of large 
independent interests but when a re- 
turned soldier with a large family 
desired a position in the office he was 
informed that would be no vacancy. 
The customs officer was another in- 
stance of patronage at work without 
the claim of the returned men being 
considered,

criticism was justified by the lack of 
a pronouncement of policy from the 
government. He considered that har- 
mony Was most essential but it was 
not the opposition's duty to propose 
legislation until it was known what 
the government had to offer. He did 
not intend to be extremely critical but 
he felt that there should be something 
done to get more public sentiment 
behind the government, because the 
wholeshearted support of the pro- 
vince was needed to meet and solve 
the serious problems hand, 

Briefly, Mr. Ewing “dealt with the 
taking over by the government of the 
Lacombe and Blindman Valley rail- 
way, owing to the forfeiture of bonde 
by the railway company. This might 
be but the beginning of such steps in 
view of the obligations and responst- 
bilities assumed by the government 
The little system in question would 
not more than pay for its operating 
expenses and other charges would 
have to be met very probably out of 
the public treasury. 

Again, there were the paymenta on 
bonds and !f many of the rumors were 
true, Alberta was just entering on its 
troubles He read an excerpt from 
the Montreal Star in which it was 
reported that the Alberta and Great 
Waterways was to be taken over by 
the provincial government and would 
be offered to the federal government. 
He would like the government to give 
A statement on the situation and let 
the house know the real facta. He 
would like to know if the federal gov- 
ernment had been asked to take over 
any provincial systems. The premier 
as minister in charge should. make It 
his duty to see the railroads guaran- 
teed earn their own way and not be- 
come a liability on the province. 

Scores Liquor Act Enforcement 

The liquor act enforcement fas 
scored by Mr. Ewing. He claimed the 
government disregarded protests of 
non-enforcement last session. In spite 
of the premier’s assurances then, the 
disregard for the law had grown apace 
and conditions had become worse than 
ever. There was a general feeling tn 
the province that the law should be 
enforced. Personally he could nev- 
er understand the amendment tn the 
act which eliminated the necessity of 
vendors making regular returns of 
their records. It had become the hich 
duty of the attorney general to exam- 
ine all papers and see that fraud and 
forgery were not becoming more gen- 
eral and unchecked. . 

Mr. Ewing’s.main argument was on 
the subject of natural resources, which 
he said he wished to see discussed 
fully and not in view of political re- 
He gave a brief historical re- 
view of the federal and provincial po- 
sition’in the matter. The position of 
the federal government was that of a 
trustee for the resources, for the ac- 
counting of these assets in trust to the 
future residents of the West. The 
government was obligated in every 
sense of justness to fully respect the 
riethts of all. 

It was a debatable question whether 
the lands already alienated had been 


sulls, 


so allenated for the general benefit 
of Canada. For instance, there were 
the Hudson's Bay lands, which. had 


never been turned over to the Domi!n- 
fon. Then there were the homesteads 
patented, which were evidently rot to 
the exclusive general benefit of Can- 
ada. Further there were the C. P. R 
exemptions, about which much could 
be said on each phase of the question. 
Tt was a peculiar reminder of the in- 
fallibility of human foresight that of 
the many able public men who had 
criticized the government of Canada 
for backing the Canadian Pacife rail- 
way proposal to cross the West, none 
of them had. seriously protested 
against the very wrongs which today 
were the paramount obstacles In the 
way of settlement 

In response to an objection from J 
for West 


G. Turgeon, the member 
Edmonton conceded that the danger 
of taxation exemption for the C. P. R. 


had been mentioned in the parliament- 
ary debate of those times. 

“The problem is one which cannot 
be solved by mere statements or a 
wave of the hand,” said Mr. wing. 
“TIT stand for provincial rights, and T 
am not prepared from the facts at 
hand to stand for a definite and arbi- 
trary demand that the federal gov- 
ernment turn over these resources 
without a final and fundamental set- 
tlement which will be satisfactory to 
all Canada of today and the future.” 

Alienated Lands Problem 

The member referred to the prob- 
lem of allenated lands If there was 
one matter which should be account- 
ed for, it was the wholesale al'ena- 
tion of great timber and other re- 
sources prior to 1905 If ever there 
was a time when the question of these 
provincial resources should have been 
fully dealt with it was at the time of 
provincial autonomy Then was the 


time for an exhaustive inventory and | 


valuation to have been made and the 
resources turned over on that basis or 
a subsidy granted equivalent to that 
finding. In fact, he regarded the sub- 
sidy negotiations of that time as pe- 
cullar There was ample time to de- 
termine the extent of the lands then 
alienated and settlement made in pro- 
portion, but instead the hasty negotia- 
tions for a subsidy were carried 
through and he did not think that it 
was ever intended that the settlement 
should be anything more than tempo- 
It would be recalled that Haul- 


rary 

tain refused to accept a subsidy if it 
meant the signing away of any pro- 
vincial rights; and he was forced cut 


of power. Mr. Ewing contended, also 
that Premiers Roblin, Scott and Sif- 
ton, by accepting a new basis of sub- 
sidy in 1913, merely took a gambler’ 
chance without attempting to ascer- 
tain what the subsidy should actually 
amount to on the basis of a survey of 
resources. They should have had ex- 
haustive facts and information rela- 
tive to the matter in thelr hands 
when making so important a decision 
with provinetal rights 

Mr. Ewing argued that the province 
had really never fully competently 
presented its case for the restoration 
ef its resources He would like to 
see the question settled permanently 
and for the satisfaction of all time, 
but such a settlement he could 
hope for until the federal government

ALIEN ENEMY 
QUESTION DEALT 
WITH BY GOVT 


Powers to Order Internment 
Are Conferred upon 
Judges 


THE PROCEDURE 


Complaints to Be Submitted 
by Representative 
Committees 


OTTAWA, Feb. 13—The govern- 
ment, it is anounced, has taken de- 
cisive action in the matter of dealing 
with alien enemies Special regula- | 
tions have today been enacted by the 
governor in council under the powers 
conferred by the war measures act, 
1914, and now have the force of law, 
whereby, with respect to localties to 
be designated by the minister of jus- 
tice, power is conferred upon the 
county and district court judges, and 
in the province of Quebec upon the 
judges of the superior court, to di- 
rect the interment as prisoners of war 
of persons of alien enemy nationality 
residing or being within the desig- | 
nated localities, 

The Procedure 

The procedure is of summary char- 
acter and very simple. The judge of 
the local court, or upon his request, 
any judge having like powers for 
another county or district, may upon 
summary complaint by any municipal 
or local authority or by any person | 
who in the opinion of the judge is 
sufficiently representative of the feel- 
ing of the community to lay a com- 
plaint, inquire and determine sum- 
marily whether it be expedient for 
maintaining or securing the public 
peace or safety or for the prevention | 
of any disturbance, that such person | 
should in view of his hostile nation- | 
ality be interned as a prisoner of 
war. If the judge be of the opinion | 
that such person ought to be intern- 
ed he is to grant an order to that 
effect, whereupon the person may be 
apprehended and interned by any 
peace officer or by any military of- 
ficer, non-command officer or man 
thereunto deputed. For the purposes 
of this inquiry, the judge may in his 
discretion either cause the man to 
be brought before him, or he may 
proceed in his absence, with or with- 
out notice, and the person charged is 
not to be represented by counsel un- 
less by the special authorization of the 
judge. The persons whom the judge 
orders to be interned are to be sub- 
ject to the like custody, detention and | 
treatment of prisoners of war, intern- | 
ed in ordinary and due course of law. | 

Representative Committees 

It is anticipated that in cities or 
other localities where the alien en- 
emy question is“ provoking agitation 
and is exceptionally difficult, com- 
mittees of representative citizens will 
be locally constituted whose duty it 
will be carefully to review the cases 
of aliens of enemy nationality who 
are living in the locality and to in- 
form and assist the judge by bringing | 
to his attention and submitting to the | 
exercise of his power all cases with 


respect to which he should, in the 
opinion of those committees, adjudi- 
cate.

| SCHOOL BOARD 


Total So Far Authorized $75,000. 


—School Estimates Will Be 
$100,000 Higher 


The public school board estimates 
for the coming year will be, in round 
numbers, about $100,000 more than 
those of last year. Of this increase 
something like $75,000 will be due to 
the increases in salaries which have 
been granted the teachers. 

The board held another special 
meeting Thursday night, at which the 
salary adjustment question was the 
principal business considered. A num- 
ber of individual increases were made, 
including $100 a year each to the su- 
pervisors, a $100 bonus to the prin- 
cipals of Victoria and Strathcona high 
schools; $10@ each to six male assist- 
ants, and $10 per room to the princi- 
pals of schools smaller than ten rooms. 
Several salary equalizations were also 
effected by means of increases. 

Secretary Brady read a rough esti- 
mate of the total salary increases, in- 
cluding current contracts, increases in 
staff, which he read to the board and

The member for Pincher on 
Thursday coneluded an address, 
the object of which seemed to be 
to convict the Provingjal Govern- 
ment for not having ‘announced 
plans for discharging the duty of 
the Dominion Government to help 
the returning soldiers back into 
civilian life. 
remarkable feat by a formal repu- 
diation of all duty as a member of 
the Legislature to proffer any sug- 
gestion of practical means by 
which to help bring about the re- 
establishment of the soldiers. 

The member for Cardston fol- 
lowed with the most suggestive 
speech yet heard from a private 
member during the debate. He 
reminded the previous speaker 
and the senior representative of 
the soldiers of their repudiation of 
responsibility to make suggestions 
as to how reconstruction could be 
promoted; and said he had listen- 
ed in vain for any sort of construc- 
tive proposals from every member 
who had critically dealt with the 
Gevernment in relation to the 
matter. For himself he could not 
see how justice could be done to 
the 
considered and dealt with separ- 
ately from the other people of the 
community. Previous to the out- 
break of war the cities of the Pro- 
vinee had grown more. rapidly 
than conditions justified, and 
when the reverse came thousands 
of people found themselves out of 
employment.

The Viking Gas Co. (to use the 
commonly accepted narie) made 
an agreement with the city of Kd- 
monton in November, 1915, to sup- 
ply domestic gas at 25 cents per 
1,000 cubic feet. Now the com- 
pany wants an increase in the 
vate to 36 cents per 1,000 feet, and 


makes the supplying of gas con- 
tingent on getting that rate. Their 
plea is that the cost of pipe has so 
increased since ‘the contract was 
made that gas cannot be profit- 
ably supplied at the rate agreed 
upon. The company applied to 
the provincial utilities commission 
to increase the price, but the com- 
mission refused the application on 
its merits. In the meantime the 
Gas Company has acquired the 
Government grant to the Viking 
gas field formerly held by the 
city. It has partially developed 
the field and now sits back and 
does nothing. The MeArthur com- 
pany, whose offer was rejected by 
a former city council in favor of 
the Viking company, comes for- 
ward with a renewal of their of- 
fer. The city council says to the 
Viking company: Either come 
through with your gas as agreed 
and at the agreed price or forfeit 
your charter. And there you are. 

What are the merits of the con- 
tention of the Viking company 
that the inereased price of steel 
piping prohibits the profitable 
supply of gas at the rate agreed

| Bulletin is credibly informed that 
at a meeting of shareholders of the 
gas company held in December, 
1916, the manager, Mr. Eugene 
Coste, recommended that the com- 
pany then let a contract for the 
supply of the necessary steel pip- 
ing at a price of $90 a ton at the 
foundry.

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Round Hill United Farmers 
in Debate Favor Municipal 
Hail Insurance for District Gy 


Bulletin News Service. 


At a meeting of the U.F.A, mem- 
bers of the Round Hil) district, held 
in the echool house, a very interest- 
ing and instructive debate was par- 
ticipated in by four of th members 
of this local, The meeting was very 
well attended and everyone appar- 
ently very much Interested. The sub- 
ject for debate was “Hail Insurance.” 
Speakers for the affirmative were: 
W. R. Bradbury and C, H. Porter, and 
for the negative, O. L, Waterman and 
A. H. Schemtzer, 

Mr. Bradbury opened the debate 
with the following speech: 

“In the first place I am going 0 

pologise on behalf of Mr. Porter and 
miself because when we undertook 
our portion in this debate we did not 
realize the task we were imposing 
on ourselves, Consequently we would 
ask you to excuse ny backwardness 
on our part as we know that we have 
two very worthy opponents, Mr. 
Waterman having a great advantage 
through having attended the conven- 
thon at Edmonton and 1 understand is 
an accomplished debater. He will 
have had a better opportunity to get 
points on the subject under debate, 
whereas we have had very litile ma- 
terial to work on, However, we will 
do our best, 

“IT do not propose going into the 
question of the origin of this muni- 
cipal hail insurance, but will say that 
it was formed in 
carried on successfully ever since. As 
the districts were not large enough, 
it is proposed to include at least 45 
districts in this proposed new organ- 
ization, 

“The management of the plan will 
fbe in the hands of directors appoint- 
ed by yourselves or your representa- 
tives. But the most vital reason why 
you should insure is because under 
this new plan the cost of insuring 
your crop is eo light that it is not 
going to hurt you. In fact, you will 
hardly feel it at all, 

“Will there be any danger of this 
board becoming ‘broke’ and not be 
uble to pay their liabilities? I do not 
think so, as it is supported by 
government for the next five years, 
and there is no“danger of any thing 
like that occurring. 

Supported bv U.F.A, Convention 

“Who are going to be the inspectors 
of this board? They will be men 
selected from your own representa- 
tives, and I would like to impress on 
your mind that this plan has the sup- 
port of the U.F.A, convention at Ed- 
monton recently. 

“Now, supposing you had 100 acres 
in crop. We believe that the maxi- 
mum amount charged would be 35 
cents per acre and you would receive 
$8 per acre back in the event of total 
loss by hail. Or in other words, for 
$35 you receive $800 for 
insured. This is equal to about 4% 
onthe premium. We do not want you 
to forget these figures because we 
are going to point out to you the 
position of private insurance com- 
panies; although I believe these are 
good, too, but their cost for insuring 
is considerably higher. 

“Now, from 20 insurance compantes 
fn 1916 they collected $1,237,350. They 
paid agents’ commissions, admints- 
tration, ete., $351,740. This is equal 
to 28% per cent of premiums receiv- 
ed. Now, just imagine the expenses, 
These private companies are bound 
to pay out $351,740, whereas the H. I. 
‘board's expenses averagadd for the 
past five years less than 5% per cent 
for administration. 

“Ifo ne of you is hailed out it will 
take two or three years for you to 
recover and this you cannot afford 
Some of you will say, Tt does not hail 
here because it has never hailed here, 
but which of you can teil me if we are 
not to get hail here this coming season 
or any other season? & myself, have 
seen hail here and have got out of 
bed at night to see how heavy the 
hailstones were, hearing it beating on 
the windows, and I guess others of 
you have done the same. Well, the 
thing epeaks for itself—you all expect 
it but hope it does not come; and 
none of you will be prepared 

Uncertainty Tilustrated 


“Consequently why take the risk? 
I know a man who lives in this local- 
ity and has been hailed once in ten 
years, but the hail insurance company 
gave it as a hail district. One district 
was hailed out in 1918 that was never 
known to have had hail since it was 
settled fifteen years ago, and had two 
hail storms in one season, 1918. An- 
other man I am acquainted with moy-

Consequently {ft is 
a great risk to be without hall Insur- 
ance. This is not compulsory; al- 
though you vote on the hall Insurance 


at the coming election you need not 
insure your crop at all. You can in- 
sure one-quarter, one-half or any 
portion of your crop you desire. For 


instance, if you were frozen out or 
your crop destroyed by dry season or 
any other cause, except hall, you could 
withdraw all or any portion of your 
crop. Now, here is another bright 
feature of this insurance in contrast 
to private insurance companies, You 
are required to pay cash immediately 
you sign the insurance with a private 
company. But the municipal hall in- 
surance, which belongs to you, does 
not require the payment of premium 
until fall. Consequently, just think, 
that {if you are hailed out you receive 
your insurance before you pay your 
premium. 
Case for Negative 


Mr. Waterman was next called upon 
and gave a very good rendering for 
the negative, His address was ag fol- 
lows: 

“My friend Mr. Bradbury fs, as you 
all can see, a very good speaker. Of 
course, taking figures and items from 
papers andpamphlets issued on this 
subject, you can see how easy it is for 
the affirmative side of this question. 
Two years ago last fall there was a 
meeting held at this place to try and 
interest you people in consolidated 
schools. The instigators, their pam- 
phiets, all figures, in fact everything 
they had was in favor of it and so it 
is today with our opponents. The pro- 
moters, their articles in the papers, 
| their figures, all went to show the 
good and not the other side of it, but 
today, please remember, you have an 
issue with two eides.

Now, let’a say that 20 
per cent were totally hailed out, and 
the balanee, or 80 per cent (2,500 
acres), Avere damaged to, say, 40 per 
cent, or 960 acres destroyed out of the 
2,400. Then you have 960 plus 600, 
or 1,560 acres totally destroyed at $8 
per acre, or $12,480 insurance topay.

no hail insurance except that provid- 
ed by the companies, You may not

If you agree with the 
principle, then vote for it, and if you 
cannot acept some of the details, 
withdraw your crop from th opera- 
tion of the act, and strive to have the 
objectionable details amended, Even 
if you do not want any insurance, 
‘don't vote against it, because there 
are a large number who do want this 
kind of insurance, and it will be easy 
for you to withdraw. There were 17 
| private companies doing a hail insur- 
ance business in Alberta during 1918. 
Their returns to the department of 
insurance showed that they received 
$1,039,025 in premiums, and 
$180,866 in losses, or, in other words, 
they received in premiums nearly six 
times as much as they paid out. The 
costs of administration of these com- 
pantes were $411,075, or nearly twice 
they made a profit of $547,084, or
